; NF 7 Hereas there has been a horrid and deteſtable Conſpiracy: for- 
med and carried on by Papiſts, and. other wicked and traite- 

rous Perſons, for Aſſaſſinating His Majeſttes Royal Perſon, in order to 
encourage an Invaſion-from Frazce, to ſubvert our Religion, Laws, and 
Liberties. We whoſe names are hereunto Subſcribed, do heartily, ſin- 
cerely, and ſolemnly profeſs, teſtifie, and declare, that His Preſent Ma- 
jeſty King William hath Right by Law to the Crown of theſe Realms,

whom conſiſteth all the Happineſs and Comfort of the whole State and Subjects 
of the Realm: which thing all Faithful, Loving, and Dutiful Subje&s ought 
and will with all careful Study and-Zeal cenſider, foreſee, and provide for. By 
the neglecting and paſſing over whereof with winking Eyes, there might happen 
to grow the Subverſion and Ruin of the quiet and moſt happy State and preſent 


- Govermnent of this Realm, (which God defend. } Therefore at the humble Suit 


and*Petition of the Lords and Commons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, be 
it Enated, Declared, and Eſtabliſhed by Authority of the ſame Parliamentr, 
that if any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, at any time after the laſt day of ne 
next comeing, during the natural: Life of our moſt gracious Sovereign Lady 
neen Elizabeth (whom Almighty God preſerve and bleſs with long and pro-
